New estimates of civilian population, by counties, as of 
March 1, 1943, have been prepared by the U. S. Bureau of 
the Census.’ 

The accompanying table and map show the change in 
civilian population in the 88 Ohio counties. It is apparent 
that during the war period population shifts of significant 
magnitude have occurred within the State. Of the 88 
counties, 18 had increases in civilian population. These 
increases ranged from 0.6 per cent in Lorain County to 
81.9 per cent in Wood County. Included in the counties

with population increases were most of the States’ 10 
metropolitan counties.* Moreover, the two counties with 
largest population increases, Wood and Greene, although 
previously predominantly rural, are both adjacent to areas 
in which large munitions and other war production estab- 
lishments are located. 

On the other hand 70 counties had population decreases 
ranging up to 27.8 per cent. The counties with the largest 
population decreases are principally those counties which 
are predominantly rural. Three of the States’ 10 metro- 
politan counties, Cuyahoga, Mahoning and Lucas, had de- 
clines in civilian population. However, the declines were 
only 1.5, 1.9 and 5.7 per cent, respectively.

AKRON 

September manufacturing employment increased 
fractionally from August, 15 per cent from Septem- 
ber, 1942, and 37 per cent for the first 9 months of 
the year as compared with the same period in 1942, 

Construction employment was down 6 per cent from 
August. All manufacturing pay rolls rose 7 per cent 
from August, 36 per cent from September, 1942, and 
60 per cent for the year to date. Cost of living in- 
creased fractionally from August and 4 per cent 
from September, 1942. Retail sales of 27 independ- 
ent stores were up 14 per cent from August and 9 
per cent from September, 1942. Bank debits in- 
creased 30 per cent from August and 53 per cent 
from September, 1942, while industrial power con- 
sumption was up 21 and 40 per cent, respectively. 


CANTON 

All manufacturing employment declined fraction- 
ally from August, but was up from September, 1942, 
and 6 per cent for the first 9 months of the year as 
compared with the same period in 1942. Manufac- 
turing pay rolls were up fractionally from August, 
11 per cent from September, 1942, and 16 per cent 
for the year to date. Retail sales of 31 independent 
stores were up 4 per cent from August, and 15 per 
cent from September, 1942. Bank debits increased 
17 per cent from August and 24 per cent from Sep- 
tember, 1942. Total value of building permits de- 
clined 55 per cent from August and 46 per cent for 
the year to date.

Cost of living was up fractionally from August and 
3 per cent from September, 1942. Retail sales of 
57 independent retailers were up 17 per cent from 
August and 16 per cent from September, 1942. Re- 
tail food prices declined 1 per cent from August, but 
were up 7 per cent from September, 1942, while 
bank debits rose 39 and 26 per cent, respectively.

Manufacturing pay rolls were down 1 per 
cent from August, but rose 33 per cent from Sep- 
tember, 1942, and 48 for the year to date. Cost of 
living declined fractionally from August, but was up 
4 per cent from September, 1942, and 6 per cent for 
the year to date. Retail sales of 99 independent re- 
tailers rose 3 per cent from August, but were down 
11 per cent from September, 1942. Retail food prices 
declined fractionally from August, but were up 18 
per cent from September, 1942.

COLUMBUS 

September manufacturing employment increased 
fractionally from August, 20 per cent from Septem- 
ber, and 31 per cent for the first 9 months of the 
year as compared with the same period in 1942. All 
manufacturing pay rolls were up 2 per cent from 
August, 35 per cent from September, 1942, and 49 
per cent for the year to date. Retail sales of 47 in- 
dependent retailers rose 9 per cent from August and 
13 per cent from September, 1942. Retail food prices 
declined fractionally from August, but were up 9 per 
cent from September, 1942. Bank debits rose 33 
per cent from August, 53 per cent from September, 
1942, and 12 per cent for the year to date. 


DAYTON 

All manufacturing employment was down 2 per 
cent from August, but increased 11 per cent from 
September, 1942, and 22 per cent for the first 9 
months of the year as compared with the same period 
in 1942. Construction employment declined 3 per 
cent from last month, but was up 8 per cent from 
September, 1942. September manufacturing pay 
rolls were up 7 per cent from August, 54 per cent 
from September, 1942, and 44 per cent for the year 
to date. Cost of living declined fractionally from 
August, but was up 6 per cent from September, 
1942; bank debits rose 20 and 28 per cent, respec- 
tively. Industrial power consumption was up 1 per 
cent from August and 25 per cent, both from Sep- 
tember, 1942, and for the year to date. 


TOLEDO 


September manufacturing employment was down 
1 per cent from August, but increased 10 per cent 
from September, 1942, and 15 per cent for the first 
9 months of the year as compared with the same 
period in 1942. All manufacturing pay rolls declined 
4 per cent from August, but were up 23 per cent from 
September, 1942, and 28 per cent for the year to 
date. Retail sales of 60 independent retailers rose 
13 per cent from August and 12 per cent from Sep- 
tember, 1942. Cost of living was up fractionally and 
3 per cent from September, 1942. Bank debits in- 
creased 20 per cent from August and 19 per cent 
from September, 1942. Industrial power consump- 
tion declined 3 per cent from last month, but was up 
23 per cent from September, 1942. 


YOUNGSTOWN 


All manufacturing employment declined 1 per 
cent from August, but was up fractionally from 
September, 1942, and was down 2 per cent for the 
first 9 months of the year as compared with the same 
period in 1942. September pay rolls were up 10 per 
cent from August, 27 per cent from September, 
1942, and 15 per cent for the year to date. Cost of 
living increased fractionally from August and 5 per 
cent from September, 1942. Retail sales of 25 inde- 
pendent retailers were up 6 per cent from August, 
and 4 per cent from September, 1942. Bank debits 
were up 21 per cent from August, and 28 per cent 
from September, 1942. The steel industry operated 
at 97 per cent of capacity, which was up 1 per cent 
from September, 1942. 
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The Trend of Business 


IN THE UNITED STATES 

Business Activity in the United States for the four 
weeks ending October 30 was down 1 per cent from the 
previous four weeks but was 5 per cent above the corre- 
sponding period in 1942, according to the New York Times 
index. 

Income Payments were up fractionally in September 
from August, 21 per cent from September, 1942; for the 
year to date, 25 per cent above the same period last year. 

Industrial Production as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board Index increased 1 per cent in September from 
August, 16 per cent from September, 1942, and for the 
first 9 months of the year was 23 per cent above 1942. 

Munitions Production in September was 59 per cent 
above September, 1942, and for the first 9 months of 1943 
was 101 per cent above the same period last year. 

Steel Production rose 3 per cent in September from 
August, 6 per cent from September, 19438, and for the first 
9 months of the year was 4 per cent greater than in the 
same period last year. 

Retail Trade continued to increase in September. 
Sales of independent retailers in 34 states increased 
11 per cent from August and 11 per cent from September, 
1942; for the first 9 months of the year, sales of these 
retailers increased 16 per cent from the same period last 
year. September department store sales were up 27 per 


cent from August, 7 per cent from September, 1942, and 
14 per cent for the year to date. Chain store sales were 
down 3 per cent from August, and 2 per cent from Sep- 
tember, 1942. 

Commodity Prices in September remained substantially 
unchanged from August with only fractional gains in the 
cost of living, retail food prices, and department store 
prices. For the first 9 months of 1943 as compared with 
the same period last year, wholesale commodity prices 
were up 5 per cent, cost of living 6 per cent, and retail 
food prices 14 per cent. 


IN OHIO 

Bank Debits, as measured by the Bureau’s index for 18 
cities, were up 29 per cent from August, 35 per cent from 
September, 1942, and for the first 9 months of the year 
were 20 per cent above the same period last year. 

Electric Power Consumption was down 2 per cent in Sep- 
tember from August but was 18 per cent above September, 
1942, and for the first 9 months of the year was 16 per 
cent above the same period last year. 

Bituminous Coal Production increased 1 per cent in Sep- 
tember from August and was substantially the same as 
September, 1942; the first 9 months of 19438 production 
was down 2 per cent from the same period last year. 


Retail Sales of independent stores increased fractionally
